Along with hardware upgrades, struc- 
tural renovation and extended lab hours, Aca- 
demic Computing Services at UE implemented 
a new interface for all campus computers in 
Fall of 1994. The IBM command-line interface 
students used in years past was replaced with 
Windows, a newer, graphical user interface. 

According to ACS, the switch was made to 
increase user-friendly interfaces on the com- 
puter while giving students a taste of the 
software used in the business world. "I think 
we're being unfair to the students if we didn't 
show them the graphical user interface, which 
is the way of the future," explained Kevin Dick, 
Assistant Director of Academic Computing 
Services. 

Because of expanding classes, the Macin- 
tosh lab was moved to a larger area and the 
computers were upgraded. "We increased the 
number of Macintosh computers from 16 to 26. 
The new Macintoshes are the latest and great- 
est; the:CPU isi (on) thescuttinssedge ex 
plained Dick. 

The continued expansion of the computer 
network on campus allowed professors to ac- 
cess the network from their offices, while the 
addition of 16 modems in the ACS modem pool 
let students with computers and modems of 
their own access the Internet from their rooms. 

Future plans for the computer system 
included network improvements and increased 
storage space. "We're hoping to implement a 
customizable, personal Windows interface. It'll 
look the same in Hyde 201 as it does in Hyde 
227, in Koch 160, wherever. You can put 
whatever kind of wallpaper up on the Windows 
desktop that you want to or you can change the 
size of the windows. We also want to provide 
user file space on the network for students who 
don't necessarily want to carry a floppy disk 
from place to place," Dick said.

A whole new kind of Theatre 


Years of planning and endless hard work 
paid off for the theatre department. The new 
May Studio Theatre, expanded scene shop, 
costume shop and acting classroom are all 
part of the recently completed renovation 
project. Hyde Hall and Shanklin Theatre were 
also made handicap accessible with the addi- 
tion of an elevator. 

Students will produce, direct and act in 
shows performed in the May Studio Theatre 
once a semester. It holds a maximum of 130 
people, and the seating configuration can be 
changed to better suit the nature of the play.

"Thunder Alley”. Another major contributor 
to the effort was Judy Steenberg, Outstand- 
ing Honorary Alumna. A committee made up 
of faculty, administrators and alumni was 
instrumental in planning and implementing 
the ideas.

Renovations make food service accessible 


The Wooden Indian, one! of two dining 
facilities at the University of Evansville, has 
provided a cafe type persona for students 
looking for an alternative to the cafeteria-like 
environment of Harper’s Dining Center. Reno- 
vations began in June of last year in attempt 
to reconstruct the dining and food service 
area of the Wooden Indian. One of the most 
significant changes was the remodeling of the 
game room and the addition of a new sports 
bar, coordinated through the Student Gov- 
ernment Association. 

A large portion of what was once an area 
reserved strictly for pool tables is now a non- 
alcoholic sports bar complete with an oak bar, 
new wall and window treatments, lighting, 
carpeting and a half wall, which serves as a 
dining counter. The bar also includes two 
large television sets on opposite sides of the 
room. 

Other renovations were made in the food 
service area of the Wooden Indian. Anewarea 
was added exclusively for the daily specials 
and the deli bar. Overall, UE spent approxi- 
mately $66,000 on the renovations. When 
asked if these renovations were necessary, 
sophomore Lori Wheeler said she thought 
they were nice additions, but not necessary. 
She thought the money could have been spent 
on other areas of the campus in more need of 
renovation, for instance, the Student Life 
Center: 

Dr. Phil Auter, professor of communica- 
tion and Wooden Indian regular, said the new 
sports bar was a “nice addition and it provides 
a more pleasant space rather than a large 
dining hall.” Auter suggested having more 
pictures and sports paraphernalia added to 
comply with the name of the bar. 

Wheeler and Auter both agreed that the 
name of the new area was suggestive and 
could cause some confusion to those not 
familiar with UE’s campus. Auter was con- 
cerned that a sports bar may “bring wrong 
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images for a dry campus.” Wheeler agreed, saying the name is “mislead.

Early in the summer and throughout 
the first few weeks of school, rush chairmen 
from each fraternity were hard at work. They 
were busy ordering shirts, planning cookouts 
and organizing house tours, closed parties 
and preference parties.

Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Costa Rica, 
Dominican Republic, Germany, Ghana, Hun- 
gary, Netherlands, Spain and Vietnam. What 
do these countries mean to the students at 
UE? These are just some of the countries that 
a student can go to, besides attending 
Harlaxton College in England, and supple- 
ment their already diversified education in 
the United States. 

The Study Abroad program is not only a 
place for students tooearn credits in a unique 
way, but it also promises to be a quick admis- 
sion into the school of life.

UE’s football team compiled a 4-6 overall record and an O-4 record in the 
Pioneer Football League (PFL), allowing the seniors to depart with a winning 
career record for the first time since 1975, and giving head coach Robin Cooper 
the best four year record since 1975. 

The Aces opened their season with a home victory over Wittenberg, 14-13.

In its second season as a varsity sport, UE women’s soccer found itself a 
conference champion. 

Twenty-three players composed the 1994 team, including 12 freshmen, nine 
sophomores, one junior, and one senior. Mick Lyon returned for his second year as 
head coach. 

Unlike all other UE division I sports, which compete in the Missouri Valley 
conference, the Lady Aces compete in the Great Midwest Conference (GMC) against 
Cincinnati, Dayton, and Marquette. 

Overall, the women compiled an 11-6-4 record. They kicked off the season in 
Chicago with two ties, the first a 3-3 overtime draw with Loyola, and the second a 
0-0 tie with Northwestern. 

After their Chicago stint, the Lady Aces traveled to Green Bay, WI for the 
pplebee Classic, where they first defeated Marquette 2-1. They then defeated 
isconsin-Green Bay in the championship 3-1. 

Following their win at the Applebee Classic, the Lady Aces returned home for 

hree games. Their first was a O-1 loss to 15th ranked Vanderbilt. 

They rebounded in their next two games, defeating Kentucky 2-0 and Midway 
ollege 1-0. 

After their home stint, the Lady Aces took to the road for two games. First, they

The Lady Aces then took to the road again to defeat Northern Illinois, 3-1. Upon 
their return home, they finished their regular season with a 2-1 defeat of Indiana. 
Despite their regular season conference title, the Lady Aces were unable to win 
the GMC Tournament and, as a result, missed their chance for their first NCAA 
ournament bid. They opened the tournament with a 1-0 defeat of Marquette but 
ere unable to win the tournament, losing to Cincinnati, 2-1, in the championship.

The 1995 UE baseball 
season began with tough 
games and long road trips.

Service organizations contribute to 
the enrichment of UE and the commu- 
nity. Circle K's, goal “is service 
projects...for the betterment of the com- 
munity,” President Elaine MacNeiley 
said. Some events Circle K participated 
in were skating and bowling with Spe- 
cial Olympics, the Evansville Rescue 
Mission Soup Kitchen, Children’s Psy- 
chiatric Center, Little Sisters of the Poor, 
and tutoring at elementary schools. 
Circle K is an international organization 
with chapters in districts, high schools 
and universities. All members of Circle 
K are volunteers and, according to 
MacNeiley they, “try to instill the value 
of community work and giving.” 

Another service group, identi- 
fied by a burning candle surrounded by 
barbed wire, is Amnesty International. 
The candle signifies the light of hope 
and the wire stands for the world's 
abuses. Amnesty’s “work is based on 


the United Nations Universal Declara- 
tion for Human Rights” which defines 
what is a human rights violation Presi- 
dent Mike Russell said. UE's Amnesty 
chapter hears of human rights viola- 
tions from the American section of 
Amnesty International. Members write 
to the governments of countries where 
human rights have been violated and 
ask they to stop the abuse. In 1994 
there were three releases of prisoners 
whose human rights were being vio- 
lated before Amnesty intervened. 
Amnesty’s work is unique and its goal, 
according to Russell, “is to become 
nonexistent,” meaning there will be no 
more human rights violations. 

Kappa Chi is a co-ed Christian 
Fraternity and existing “to serve Christ 
through serving others,” President 
Amanda Martin said. With a member- 
ship of 85, KX was able to participate in 
a variety of service projects. In 1994- 


95 they planned a famine, a blood 


drive, Impact Ministries, the Power Pro- 
gram, tutoring Adopt-a-Grandparent, and 
Marsha’s Place. The UE chapter of KX was 
serving as the national chapter as they 
were the largest one in existence. During 
1994-95 KX worked to reactivate a chapter 
at USI. 

Coordinator of Volunteer Services 
Sean Kuykendall “actively seeks out stu- 
dents to volunteer their time in the com- 
munity.” One of the jobs of the Office of 
Volunteer Services was to promote service 
projects where they needed volunteers. 
The office acted as a liaison between com.

The Admission Ambassadors are 
responsible for making prospective fresh- 
men feel welcome on campus.

Greeks 
of color add to the diversity of the school 
through their rich history and commu- 
nity incolvement. AXO is one of the two 
sororities of color on campus. Alpha 
Kappa Alpha joins them on the roster of 
sororities of color on campus. 

The Kappa Nu Chapter of AL© was 
founded in 1973 in Evansville. Nation- 
ally, the sorority was founded at Howard 
University in 1913. 

It is based on the founders’ bond of 
sisterhood and their determination to 
serve the community and preserve the 
sense of history, tradition, and culture 
that motivates each woman of color to 
pledge AO. 

The UE Chapter has three mem- 
bers: Rasheeda Jiles, Sharon Grandberry 
and Adenike Makinde. Recently, the 
women have sponsored a teaching on 
Women in the Bible, a karate workshop 
and a bake sale. 

The chapter has been involved with 
the Sickle Cell Anemia Foundation, Black 
Expo programs and three Girl Scout 
troops. Jiles said she would like to have 
more activities that all UE students would 


like without watering down what DSQ 
stands for. 

“It’s been a struggle. With the events 
we try to have , we try to get the support 
of everyone. I would like us to be more 
recognized. We would like to get more 
people (UE students) involved,” 
Grandberry said. 

Grandberry said she would like to 
talk to other Greeks about their organi- 
zation while allowing them to learn more 
about the Greeks of Color as well. More 
than anything, the sororities of color 
said they need campus support. 

“I learn a lot from other sororities. 
I like the things they do. Id like to do 
maybe a picnic with all of the sororities 
on campus,” Sharon Grandberry, ALO 
member said. 

AKA was the first sorority of color 
ever founded. In 1908, twenty pioneer- 
ing women joined efforts to establish an 
organization to chronicle the history of 
black female leadership in Greek soci- 
ety. 


Tonya Kirkland, Elena Coleman 
and Aurlisa WlIlliams are members of 
the UE chapter of AKA. Their entire 
foundation’s mission is to support the 
community. Williams said that their 


group strives to provide service to those 
who need them. "We improved commu- 
nity relations on and off campus, as well 
as developed our image as a Service 
sorority," she said. 

Recently, the group has sponsored 
a black comedian and a bake sale. Dur- 
ing Black History Month, they held a 
black Greek picnic. They have also par- 
ticipated in the YMCA Adopt-a-Class 
program, visiting area schools and tu- 
toring students. 

Williams also stressed the sorority's 
commitment to the individual. Their goal 
is, "to cultivate and encourage high scho- 
lastic and ethical standards to promote 
unity and friendship among college 
women," she said. 

“We stand for black womanhood 
and service. We were founded for college 
women to help each other out,” Coleman 
said. 

Even though these women are busy 
serving the campus and community, they 
find time to spend together which is 
really what sisterhood is all about. Wil- 
liams remembers a special "sisterly rela- 
tions" night when they spent the night 
laughing, talking, crying and spending 
quality time as sisters.

“I would love to be a professor at 
U of E, just to help give the African 
American students a support system,” 
said DeBruhl.

school year, DeBruhl and his graduated 
brothers were heavily involved in com- 
munity projects. Canned food drives to 
help needy families, topical discussions 
on understanding minorities. AFA also 
participated in the AKA Black Greek Pic- 
nic this year on April 22.

Barnes and Damon Brown take pride in 
their fraternity, which entertains the 
membership of such notables as Michael 
Jordan, Bill Cosby, and Douglas Wilder. 
Founded on November 17, 1911 at 
Howard University, WYF started on the 
Four Cardinal Principles; Manhood, 
Scholarship, Perserverence, and Uplift. 
Barnes and Brown see these principles 
in themselves and in new members. 

“People cannot be turned down 
because of our dislike for them, yet 
members cannot be selected merely on 
the basis of friendship,” said Barnes 
and Brown. “Omega material would bea 
person who lives by the Four Cardinal 
Principles.” 

Barnes and Brown have gotten 
involved in community service through 
WYF. Last Thanksgiving, they held a 
campus-wide food drive, and a Super 
Bowl Party in the winter. Another suc- 
cessful WYF event is the Bid Whist card 
game tournament, and also participatted 
in th AKA Greek Picnic. In the future, 
the group will be having an informal 
Step Show in September and an Infor- 
mal “Smoker” designed to inform stu- 
dents about WYF. 

Althoug membership is currently 
low, the two are hoping to see their 
numbers grow. WYF, as well does not 
participate in rush, but does have infor- 
mation meetings, such as “Smokers.” 

“They know we don’t go out and 
pick them.

Like WYF and many other greeks 
of color, another fraternity of color on 
campus which was founded at Howard 
university is Phi Beta Sigma.Many 
Greeks of Color organizations were 
founded at Howard. 

“Howard is an historically black 
campus. It was like the Harvard of pres- 


tigious black instituitions,” FBS Kerry J. 
Williams said. 

On January 9, 1914, FBS was 
founded by A. Langston Taylor, Charles 
I. Brown, and Leonard S. Morse. Last of 
the major four fraternities, FBS was 
founded on the principles of Brother- 
hood, Scholarship and Service. 

The UE FBS fraternity has one 
member, Williams, who is graduating 
this year. Williams said being the only 
member of an organization makes it 
difficult to get events planned and going. 

“Socially, I would love to have 
other brothers on campus,” Williams 
said. 

Williams says that despite FBS’s 
low numbers locally on campus, it still 
gives him a great avenue to network, 
serve the community, and make friends. 

“(In FBS) you have brothers world- 
wide,” Williams said. 

Williams also finds the academic 
side of UE challenging. He maintains his 
grades, while planning activities as much 
as he can. Last year, he organized candy 
grams at Christmas, and some dances. 
He also participated in some U.S.I. 
dances. He tries to juggle his academic 
and social life while sustaining FBS’s 
motto; “Culture for Service and Service 
for Humanity.”
